POLITICS BLAMED 
BY GOVERNOR FOR 


KEMP LITIGATION 


Says Attorney Tied Up 
Bank Account Because 
Pardon Was Refused; 
Denies Owing Money. 


Blaming politics, Governor 
Rivers asserted yesterday that J. 
Frank Kemp clamped a garnish- 
ment writ on his bank accounts 
“because of my refusal to grant 
an application for clemency re- 
quested by Kemp anc others just 
before Christmas.” 

The chief executive said he did 
not, owe a penny to the Atlanta 
attorney who yesterday instituted 
the garnishment proceedings in 
connection with a suit for $1,000 
already pending in Lanier county 
superior court. 

He withheld the name of the 
client for whom he said Kemp 
and others sought the pardon. 

Conspiracy Charged. 

“The whole proceedings,’ Riv- 
ers said, “is part of a_ general 
conspiracy to embarrass me po- 
litically. I not only expect to 
prevail when the case is tried by 
a jury in Lanier superior court, 
but I expect to recover for the 
inconvenience and trouble caused 
me and for the cost of litigation.” 

In reply. Kemp said: 

“As to clemency matters re- 
ferred to in the Governor’s state- 
ment I will say that in possibly 
two instances, and at the request 
of counsel representing persons 
seeking clemency I talked with 
him and he explained to me rea- 
sons why he could not grant the 
request. I have rever filed with 
the Governor any application for 
clemency for any persons.” 

Bond Sought. 

When a representative of Rivers 
sought to post bond here yester- 
day to free deposits, court offi- 
Cials said that would have to be 
done in the Lanier tribunal, where 
the suit is to be tried next month.

Kemp, said Rivers had owed his

Warring On Tuberculosis 

Few humanitarian agencies in this vicinity 
can show as patient and valuable work on be- 
half of the community as the Atlanta Tuber- 
culosis Association. The organization held its 
3lst annual meeting on February 15. 

The list of work accomplished during the 
past is impressive. Statistics on clinics held, 
nurse visits, X-ray treatments, skin tests and 
the like offer statistical proof that the asso- 
ciation is using the resources at its command 
to good purpose. 

Yet it is not, in the final analysis, statis- 
tical records that tell the real story of the 
Tuberculosis Association. Rather is the story 
found in the fact, for more than three decades, 
hard working and devoted staff members have 
patiently carried on the great campaign to 
Wipe out the Great White Plague. 


It is a long drawn battle. There is no 
simple method by which this disease can be 
eliminated from the menaces to human health. 
There is no quick palliative, no panacea for 
tuberculosis. 


The fight against the disease is one call- 
ing for extreme patience. It involves educa- 
tion and nursing. It is directly linked with 
social economics and it is closely related to the 
unemployment problem. It is a matter of cor- 
rect foods and proper habits of life. . It is 
closely allied to cleanliness, physical and moral. 

With such a foe, the achievements of the 
Atlanta Tuberculosis Association assume as- 
tounding proportion. That the work of the 
Organization has greatly lessened the tuber- 
culosis mortality in Fulton and DeKalb coun- 
ties—the association reaches into every cor- 
ner of both counties—is tribute to its patience 
and persistence. 

Tuberculosis will not be finally conquered 
until we have learned to so manage our af- 
fairs that no human, young or old. shall ex- 
perience the pangs and the debilitation of mal- 
nutrition, that none shall be so poor they lack 
adequate shelter and sufficiently warm cloth- 
ing, that. no one shall be compelled to exist 
in a hovel unfit for decent human habitation. 

But, until that day of the social millenium 
dawns, the Atlanta Tuberculosis Association 
will continue to wage its brave battle. proud 
of each individual victory, of each inch of new 
ground won against the enemy, just as it has 
fought, quietly and persistently, for 31 years. 


For a Healthy Atlanta 


City council cannot be too highly com- 
mended for the purpose behind two actions 
taken at its meeting last Monday. The first, 
a revision of the food handlers’ ordinance, 
provides that applicants for certificates per- 
mitting them to work in food handling employ- 
ment must be examined by doctors on the staff 
of the city health department. In other 
words, these health certificates can no longer 
be issued by private physicians. 

The second action was approval of a 
milk ordinance. This will not -become effec- 
tive for another year but, according to its 
sponsors, will result) eventually, in giving At- 
lanta the purest milk supply that proper pro- 
tection can assure. 

The food handlers’ ordinance, when first 
adopted, was intended to protect the public 
from venereal and other diseases because em- 
ployes of restaurants, meat markets, bakeries 
and other food handling occupations were so 
infected. It required that every person whose 
work required the handling of human food 
Must pass a periodic examination and show 
a doctor’s certificate that they had no con- 
tagious or infectious disease. 

However, it has been charged the issuance 
of these health certificates has, in the case of 
one or two unscrupulous physicians, degener- 
ated into a racket. It is stated that certificates 
were issued without actual examination of the 
applicant, the doctor signing them merely on 
payment of the legal fee. 

The revised. ordinance will end this. It is 
in full accord with recommendations made by 
the Fulton County Medical Association. the 
Atlanta Association of Better Restaurants and 
Mayor Hartsfield. It should result in genuine 
examinations of all applicants for health cer- 
tificates and a real guarantee to Atlanta peo- 
ple, and their visitors, that no victim of ve- 
nereal or other communicable disease has 
come in contact with the food they eat or the 
vessels in which it is served.

Editorial of the Day 


THE THIRD TERM 
(From The Baltimore sun.) 

The great danger is that a ‘serious effort. to 
break the two-term rule will set in train grave and 
permanent abuse of the power of the presidential 
office with the result of insidious wasting of our 
substance and subverting of our institutions. 

If Mr. Roosevelt should challenge the two- 
term rule and triumph, this will become the 
chronic condition of the office. Every president 
will, as in the past, seek a second term and play 
politics up to the hilt in his first. The popular 
and the powerful will seek third terms, and they 
will play politics up to the hilt in their second 
terms. ‘ 

The. brake of the. two-term .rule .will have 
been removed. In the 150 years behind us, that 
rule has been a standing check on the vicious 
circle of using office to create a great political 
machine of officeholders and subsidy receivers 
and of then using the political machine of office- 
holders and subsidy receivers to retain power. 
When the two-term brake shall have been re- 
moved, the vicious circle will whirl continuously. 
The emphasis in the presidential office will per- 
manently be on political self-preservation. 

Measuring all these considerations, general and 
particular, Mr. Roosevelt’s candidacy for a third 
term would be a peril in the life of the American 
people. In the long view, it would be a peril 
to our national economy and our political insti- 
tutions. In the immediate future it would be a 
peril to orderly relations within the government, 
whether the immediate future holds in store for 
this nation peace or war.

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THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER 
ENDING AN ERA WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—As everyone 


has remarked already, incorporation of J. 
P. Morgan & Co. ends an era in Wall Street. The transformation 
of the last great private bank into a semi-public institution is a 
national event, and it has born a crop of highly colored rumors. 


‘The simple, but true explanation, is that the Morgan partners de- 


cided to incorporate because of the death of Charles Steele. 

Of all the Morgan partners who knew the most powerful days 
of the elder Morgan, the old titan whose death also ended a Wall 
Street era, Charles Steele survived the longest. He was 83 years old 
when he died last August. He had been inactive for some years, 
yet he held the largest interest in the Morgan partnership—36.6 
per cent, according to SEC figures, as comparéd to the second J. P. 
Morgan’s 9.1 per cent... The best guess is that state and federal 
taxes on Steele’s share in the firm will amount to between $8,000,- 
000 and $9,000,000. 

Even supposing Steele’s heirs were willing to leave the rest of 
his money in the partnership, $8,000,000 was a considerable sum 
to lose for a firm which is now incorporating with a capital of 
$20,000,000 and a surplus of the same amount. Incorporation was 
planned, therefore, in order to permit Steele’s interest in J. P. 
Morgan & Co. to be sold to investors. The stock will be privately 
disposed of, presumably to other partners or to business leaders 
belonging to what the New Dealers call “the Morgan crowd.” 


AUDIBLE HINT In a long view, incorporation of Morgan's is 


an undoubted victory for the government in 
its long battle with the banking house. Certainly without the pas- 
sage of the New Deal banking acts, incorporation would never have 
been resorted to. 

There is, however, a tendency to claim incorporation as a more 
immediate triumph. Members of the temporary national economic 
(or plain “monopoly”) committee appear to feel that their inves- 
tigation of Morgan’s had some influence. The committee chairman, 
Senator Joseph C. O’Mahoney, is being quoted as telling friends, 
“Tt’s interesting to watch the indirect results of TNEC hearings.” 
At the SEC, where the preliminary investigating was carried on, 
credit-claiming is not overt. Yet there are audible hints and ref- 
erences which add up to the same thing. 

Despite the natural eagerness of the government men to make 
their laurels branch more thickly, the fact is that the decision to 
incorporate was taken in October, some time before the T'NEC went 
to work on Morgan’s. It was reached as soon as the condition of 
the Steele estate, and its probable meaning to the firm, could be 
ascertained. Furthermore, it was communicated to the New York 
state superintendents of banks during November. TNEC hearings 
did not begin until a month later. 


FAT AND COMFORTABLE Speculation is also

J. P. Morgan & Co., Inc.. will be. “A very fat, comfortable, in- 
fluential kind” is probably the best: answer. 

Outwardly, the firm’s setup will hardly change, except that th 
partners will acquire new titles. J. P. Morgan himself 1s 
likely to be named chairman of the board, while Thomas W. 
mont, since Steele’s death holder of the largest interest in the firm, 
may well become vice chairman or president. 

The firm will continue its present deposit business, keeping the 
most richly gilt-edged corporations in the country as its chief de- 
positors. The only new venture will be a sideline in the trust bus!- 
ness. A typical detail on this aspect of the transformation is that 
the firm will not advertise as a trustee. New York state law re- 
quires banks advertising as trustees to accept any trust to which 
they are named, and the Morgan firm does not want to have hun- 
dreds of small estates tossed into its lap. In fact, Morgan’s trust 
business will be managed on the same lines as the deposit business, 
with emphasis on large accounts.

AUSTIN, Texas, Feb. 21.—(/) 
Extradition of Richard Gray Gal- 
logly, youthful Georgia fugitive, 
appeared certain today as_ the 
court of criminal appeals affirmed 
a lower court decision refusing 
the fugitive freedom on a writ of 
habeas corpus. 

Gallogly’s attorneys have 15 
days in which to file a motion for 
rehearing. Arthur Lee Moore, 
one of Gallogly’s attorneys, said 
such a motion would be filed. 

Gallogly, serving two life sen- 
tuuces when he fled across four 
southern states and surrendered 
to the sheriff of Dallas county be- 
cause he wanted “Texas justice,” 
was ordered extradited by Gover- 
nor W. Lee O’Daniel. 

Long Court Battle. 

The fugitive, given a lengthy 
hearing before the Governor, then 
began a court battle which con- 
tinued several months. 

The. appellate court opinion 
said Gallogly’s only contention 
was that the requisition and des- 
ignation of agents for Georgia was 
not attested to by the Georgia 
secretary of state and did not 
bear the great seal of the south- 
ern State. 

The court added it did not have 
the original documents, but it 
appeared from the record that all 
documents were bound by ribbon 
on which the great seal had been 
impressed.

U.S. Mail on Clipper Seized 
By British at Bayonet Point 


Witness Says Plane Pilot Ordered Censors Off Ship at 
Bermuda, But Was Forced to Surrender Letters 
by Show of Armed Force. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—(4)— | 
The British began censorship of 
United States air mails at Ber- 
muda on January 18 by seizing 
2,600 pounds of letters from a 
Pan-American Airways clipper at 
bayonet point, it was learned from 
a reliable source tonight. 

Captain Charles A. Lorber, of 
Baltimore, in command of the fly- 
ing boat plying between the Unit-
